Milch Enthusiasm 
It was impossible to secure a defi­ 
nite figure on the total m em ber­ 
ships received thus far. T here were 
several members

by them . 
Enthusiasm , 
however, 
prevailed 
among those reporting to Chairm an

two are likely prospects for mem­ 
berships In tile spring.

T hat there were only seven auto­ 
mobiles in use in Adams county in 
1003 is indicated by a dusty record 
book found in a court house vault 
this morning by Lee M. H artm an, 
Adams county's new prothonotary. 
Labelled as “The Automobile Reg­ 
istry of Adams county" the yellowed 
volume lists the nam es of seven men 
who paid W. E. Kapp, then prothon- 
otury of file county. $2 as a regis­ 
tration fee for their automobiles 
th a t year. 
Nine more were regis­ 
tered the following year. 
The registration of the autom o­ 
biles was required under an act of 
tile 1903 Legislature which set a 
maximum speed lim it for autos in 
cities and towns at eight miles an 
hour while outside the city limits the j 
vehicles were allowed a speed of I 
"one mile in three m inutes." That 
terrific pace was perm itted "except- J 
ing on sharp curves, declines and in- I 
tcrsectlons or upon the approach of I 
any person or team when the m axi­

The Gettysburg borough council, acting on the recommendation of the finance com­ 
mittee, adopted, tentatively, at a regular meeting Monday evening, a budget for 1940 and

•HE monument th a t bears this in- gaged. 
* scription is on the left of the 
lum p of trees at the Angle and m arks 
the position held by a battery which 
was hurried there when the battle 
was at "High Tide" on July 3. It be­ 
longed to the artillery brigade of 
the Sixth Corps, and was known as 
Cowan's First 
New York battery, 
artillery brigade of the Sixth Corps. 
Tile front shows in bas relief one 
of the guns on a fine bronze plate 
at the rime of firing, when double 
canister was used at ten yards. Tile 
.suggestion for this design, was made 
by Captain Cowan to tile .secretary 
of the New York Monument Associa­ 
tion and worked out accordingly. 
Monument Cost $2,275 
Tile reverse side shows un nu»crip- 
tion, tin* first line reading, "Erected 
in memory of our comrades July 3. 
1887 ” This was the dute of the dedi­ 
cation of the monument.

ond line bears the inscription "The 


The monument was erected by the 
Sm ith G ranite company, of Westerly. 
Rhode Island, and cost $2,275. 
Of 
this amount $775 wa,s contributed by 
the Regimental A social ion and $1,- 
500 by Hie legislature of the state 
of New York. 
The battery was recruited a t Au- 
bturn, New York. and entered the 
service on No\em ber 23. 1861, and 
numbered 156 officers and men con­ 
sisting mostly of I a niters and sons of 
farmers. 
The commissioned officers were 
Captain T. J Kennedy, Lieut*. An­ 
drew Cowan, William 
P. W right, 
Jam es O. Woodruff and W illiam II. 
Johnson. Captain Kennedy resigned

Al G ettysburg 
The battery was engaged in all 
the battles in which the Sixth Corps 
liurileipuled and made u fine record 
for efficiency. At the battle oi Cedar 
Creek it suffered a loss of 6 killed 
mid 17 wounded. 
At G ettysburg 4 
men were killed. 2 lieutenants and 
6 men were wounded and 14 horses 
killed.

INTO RUSSIANS, 


SLAYING REDS! 


H elsinki, Feb. 6 (A P (—The F in n ish 
Army. reported boring into Soviet 
R ussian positions on the Lake Ladoga 
fro n t, looked today for the next big 
developm ents of th e w ar th em and 
o n th e K arelian isthm us. 
A decisive action n o rth of the lake 
h a s been expected for several days 
since a R ussian offensive w as stalled 
an d m any Soviet troops were cut off 
from 
supplies,

q u arters spokesm an said in denying 
foreign reports th a t the 18th Red 
arm y division had been destroyed. 
However, a dispatch to the C open­ 
hagen new spaper Berlingske T idende 
w ent into some detail, saying the 
18th division w as destroyed betw een 
K itela an d K asnaselka, according to 
"reliable inform ation."’

"D ie Institution lias not only been 
crowded beyond iris normal capacity, 
but beyond a safe overload.
